General  registration  is  obso- 
lete. The  long  lines  and  confus- 
ion of  general  registration  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  has  been  re- 
placed by  a new  pre-registration 
plan  for  spring  quarter,  accord- 
ing to  Bliss  H.  Crandall,  dean 
of  admissions  and  records. 

Under  the  new  plan  Brigham 
Young  University  students  regu- 
larly enrolled  winter  quarter 
will  have  finalized  their  regis- 
tration for  the  coming  quarter 
by  4 p.m.  March  14.  According 
to  Crandall,  registration  cannot 
be  finalized  until  the  fees  have 
been  paid.  Fees  may  be  paid  at 
the  cashier’s  office  beginning 
Friday. 

Begins  Monday 
The  registration  process  will 
begin  Monday.  Students  should 
first  purchase  a class  schedule 
at  the  Student  Supply.  The  sec- 
ond step  is  to  obtain  registration 
materials  from  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  the  college  in  which  the 
student  completed  winter  quar- 
ter registration. 

Students  in  general  registra- 
tion will  report  to  the  Regis- 
trar’s Office.  A winter  quarter 
activity  card  or  fee  receipt  will 
be  necessary  Jo  receive  registra- 
tion material. 

The  third  step  is  to  report  to 


a registration  advisor  and  estab- 
lish a proposed  study  plan.  If  a 
student  plans  to  change  col- 
leges, he  should  report  to  an  ad- 
viser in  the  new  college  even 
though  he  obtained  the  registra- 
tion material  in  the  previous 
college. 

Return  Packet 

After  the  proposed  class  sche- 
dule has  been  completed,  with 
special  attention  to  catalogue 
number,  section,  credit  hours, 
room  number  and  building,  the 
student  is  to  make  a yellow 
copy,  to  be  handed  in  with  the 
packet  and  obtain  necessary  sig- 
natures on  the  front  of  the  reg- 
istration packet. 

A postal  card  is  included  in 
the  packet.  Students  are  to  self- 
address them.  The  cards  will  be 
used  to  notify  the  student  where 
and  when  to  finalize  his  regis- 
tration or  to  adjust  his  program. 

After  obtaining  the  dean’s  sig- 
nature on  the  packet,  it  will  be 
left  at  the  college  dean’s  office.

Within  an  hour  or  two 
after  eating  them,  a vision,  is 
seen  clear  focused  and  in  color. 
These  mushrooms  sharpen  mem- 
ory, while  destroying  the  sense 
of  time  and  proportion,  accord- 
ing to  Singer. 


There  is  no  apparent  after-ef- 
fect from  the  experience  unless 
mushrooms  are  taken  in  excess.

Nicoll  Gaining  on  Windis; 
Cougars  Hit  Torrid  Pace 


Hot-shooting  Brigham  Young  University  maintains  the 
scoring  pace  in  the  conference  stats  with  a 72.4  average  per 
game  and  a shooting  percentage  of  .408.  But  Colorado  State  is 
also  shooting  at  a hot  clip  with  a .405  percentage  and  is  leading 
the  league  from  the  foul  line  with  a .698  mark.  The  Rams  have 
tanked  139  of  their  199  charity  attempts.  Montana  continues  to 
dominate  th  ebackboards  and  has  pulled  down  390  rebounds  in 
7 league  frays. 


What  started  out  as  a run  away  in  the  individual  scor- 
ing race,  is  now  a real  dogfight  with  BYU’s  John  Nicoll 
closing  the  gap  on  Wyoming’s  Tony  Windis.  Windis  has 
totaled  173  points  for  a 24.7  average  and  Nicoll  has  poured 
in  158  for  a 22.6  average.  Windis  had  his  poorest  night  of 
the  year  in  Wyoming’s  win  over  Utah.  The  Cowboy  star 
only  tallied  3 counters  against  the  Utes, 


knocked  over  the  Ags  earlier 
67-53,  for  the  first  Cougar  win 
in  Logan  since  i953. 

Baker’s  Farmers  dropped 
five  straight  Skyline  games 
before  coming  up  with  a pair 
of  wins  last  weekend. 

Denver  was  the  first  team  to 
take  it  on  the  chin  from  the  Ags. 
The  Pioneers  sufered  a 72-68 
overtime  defeat  at  Logan  Fri- 
day at  Utah  State  snapped  a 10- 
game  losing  streak. 

FOLLOWING  evening,  Ags 
slapped  the  hapless  New  Mex- 
ico Lobos  down  to  their  13th 
straight  loss  with  a 60-46  win. 

Now  the  Farmers  look  toward 
Provo  and  the  “million-dollar 
Nicoll”  (and  more)  Cougars, 
currently  enjoying  a seven- game 
wining  streak.  Cougars,  how- 
ever, aren’t  expected  to  be  plow- 
ed under  by  the  re-vitalized 
Farmers,  come-what-may. 

With  the  talk  of  the  Skyline 
loop,  “Schoolboy”  John  Nicoll, 
who  looks  more  like  an  All-Am- 
erican prospect  every  game,  the 
Ags  will  have  their  problems. 
The  big  forward  is  presently 


closing  in  on  Wyoming’s  scor 
ing  leader,  Tony  Windis,  who 
has  a 24.7  average. 

Nicoll  has  a 22.6  average  in 
addition  to  being  tied  at  94 
with  Denver’s  Jim  Peay  for 
leadership  in  rebounds. 

Jack  Cravens,  who  proved  to 
be  a thorn  in  the  side  for  Ags 
in  their  last  meeting,  may  battle 
it  out  again  with  Hal  Theus  for 
jumping  honors  of  the  evening. 

FRANK  POLAK  who  tied  up 
the  overtime  battle  at  Logan, 
and  Ralph  Cullimore  who  gave 
Utah  State  the  win,  may  find 
themselves  starting  at  guard 
when  “juggler”  Baker  gets 
through  with  his  lineup.  Culli- 
more sat  out  the  last  BYU-Utah 
State  meeting  with  an  injury, 
being  replaced  by  Jay  Bates. 

Bob  Ipsen,  who  follows  Win- 
dis and  Nicoll  in  the  scoring  race 
may  also  find  himself  in  the  Ag 
starting  lineup  come  Saturday. 

Cougar  coach  Watts  will  in 
all  probability  go  with  his  reg- 
ulars of  Nicoll,  Russ  Peterson, 
Mel  Wilkes,  Roy  Thacker  and 
John  Gustin.
